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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 6, first paragraph, page 7, lines 7-11 and linesl8- 
22 and page 8, lines 19-23, filed 06/14/2004, have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Accordingly the rejections set forth in the previous Office Action are hereby withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, does not teach or make obvious the apparatus of Claim 8, specifically a multiple stage 
pump for use in a hydraulically controlled fuel injector system comprising: at least two pumps 
and a first and a second check valve downstream from a first and a second pump; but more 
specifically at least two means for regulating and maintaining a linear flow control of fluid from 
the at least two pumps located downstream of the at least two pumps in respectively the same 
line as the at least two pumps. Said check valves located downstream of at the at least two 
means. 

Spiesser et al. (EP 0 515 965) disclose valves that "regulate or control a volume flow over 
a wide range in linear dependence' 1 (see abstract). However, the "linear dependence" disclosed 
by Spiesser et al. is not the same as instant invention and does not fulfill the claimed means plus 
function which is inclusive of eliminating pressure peaks (see page 7, first flxll paragraph and 
Figure 5). 

Woody (5,682,845) teaches a valve (see Figure 6) used to regulate pressure peaks 
(column 8, lines 47-49), however valve 158 regulates pressure peaks in a chamber 114 and does 
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not regulate and maintain a linear flow control of fluid from at least two pumps. Therefore the 
function disclosed by Woody is not the same as the instant invention.
